Report from Chicago, 11.-Epidemic diphtheria and 8carlet fever-
Measles.

Surgeon Young reports, March 4, as follows:
The orginal source of infection in the recent epidemic of scarlet fever

accompanied by diphtheria in Chicago is as yet undetermined, but the
definite manner im which the disease spread and its distinct localize-
tion make it quite plain that this outbreak was nmore than an unex-
plained increase in the scarlet fever commonly present in this as in
other cities.
Diphtheria.-There is nothing in the epidemic history of this dis-

ease of especial note, except for the effect of inspection on the control
and the rather curious fact that side by side with the unmistakable
diphtheria there were a large number of cases-constituting another
epidemic, in- fact-of tonsillar inflanmnmations accoinpanying attacks
of influenza.

I personally saw several of these cases. They were very suggestive
of incipient diphtheria, but the laboratory findings were negative.
The city laborator;y found an unusually large number of the cases

reported as diphtheria suspects to be influenza.
Scarlet fever.-The disease first became sufficiently prevalent to

attract attention in the extreme northwestern part of the city in
the latter part of November. Some increase had been noted late
in October, but that increase seems to have been in part distinct from
the subsequent epidemic invasion.
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At first the disease spread very slowly, but gathering headway it
began to advance steadily southward and finally made its way at
the rate of almost exactly two blocks a day. The river seems to have
been in a measure a barrier to its progress.. The largest number of
cases, viz, 407, was reached on January 29.
Much has been said in regard to the agency of milk from certai

sources in spreading the infection.
The authorities of Evanston, a suburb north of the city, became

satisfied that the milk supply was at fault and cut off that from the
suspected territory. There was an immediate decline in the number
of cases, but as some of the schools were simultaneously closed and all
other preventive measures enforced with great care, it is difficult to
decide from data at hand as to whether the decline was to any extent
traceable to change in the milk suppl s

I have heard of several cases in s immediate neighborood in
which the fever attacked either very small children in one-child fami-
lies in which the greatest care had been taken as to isolation from
contact with other children, or adult invalids who had been closely
confined, in all of which cases the milk supply was from the alleged
suspicious source.
The effect of the absence of school inspection is clearly shown in

the table given below. Inspection was reestablished on February 1.
The table shows that whereas the number of cases reported for the
two weeks ended January 25 and February 1 was respectively 1,005
and 1,686, the number fell to 620 during the week after reestablish-
ment of inspection. From February 1 to 28, inclusive, 48,155 chil-
dren were examined, and of these 7,205 were found to be either suffer-
ing from or convalescent from a contagious disease.

Character of the epidemic of scarletfever.-On the whole the character
of the disease has been very mild, the death rate during the height of
the epidemic being only about 5 per 10,000 of population, or about
the average rate for the past ten years.

true scarlatina of the so-called "fourth" or "Duke's disease," and
certain features of the epidemic have been so peculiar as to attract
considerable attention in this connection, the most noticeable being
the delayed, scanty, at ical character of the eruption in many cases
and the large number of cases occurring in persons having a history
of well-marked prior attacks.

This makes a total of 4 deaths from smallpox among
the foreign population and 2 deaths among natives reported since
January 21, 1907.
Smallpox has broken out in the camps along the YIangtze River,

in which many thousands of starving refugees from the famine area
are now concentrated.
There are more than a million and a half of starving people in the

camps at Chinkiang (near Nanking) and at Tsingkian an Antung,
all located within a few hours travel of this city, an these represent
only a fraction of the mass affected by the famine. These people are
herded together without regard to sanitation. They are living in
temporary huts of matting, 4 feet in height by about 6 feet wide and
8 feet deep, one end of which is open and the other closed with sod.
Such a structure contains 8 or 10 individuals clothed in rags, filthy
beyond description, and the huts are packed together in the closest
possible manner. The food of these sufferers consists of a small cup
of rice each per day or the equivalent of about 2 cents American
money with which to buy food, this relief being supplied by the
Chinese officials. As there is no food to buy the financial relief
offered is of little avail.

It is reported that the country over which these people have trav-
eled to the concentration camps resembles that which has been swept
over by a swarm of locusts. There is not a living thing to be seen
either vegetable or animal, and even the bark of trees and roots and
refuse of all kinds are being consumed for food.
Week ended February 2, 1907: Two original and two supplemental

bills of health granted to 4 vessels; inspected 4 vessels, 469 crew, and
56 steerage passengers; the effects of 73 crew disinfected. Vaccina-
tion certificates were issued to 38 Asiatics, crew of the steamship
Bessie Dollar.

The weekly report of the municipal health officer shows, among

foreigners, 3 deaths from smallpox. The disease is increasing.
The extreme suffering in the famine area continues unabated,

notwithstanding the fact that there have been sent from Shanghai,
through voluntary contributions of its citizens, tons of provisions for
the stricken people. These provisions are accumulating at the
various ports along the Yangtsze from various causes, chief among

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which are bad roads or no roads, the silting up of the waterways
and lack of transportation into the country. Severely cold weather
adds to the sufferng.
One of the results of this condition is that many beggars are finding

their way into this settlement, bringing with them the diseases which
prevail in the concentration cairwps.

Disinfecting apparatus. The new disinfecting plant in use at
Shanghai is operated along the same general lines as those of a similar
nature in the other oriental ports. It consists of a hulk some 65 feet
long by about 14 feet wide and 8 feet head room between the decks.
It iS fitted with a tubular boiler of considerable capacity, and a
jacketed steam cylinder 8 by 4 feet with doors at each end. A parti-
tion extends across the hulk a little forward of midships, provding a
separate room for soiled articles and for disinfected articles. At one
side of the hulk is an alleyway fitted with shower baths, the water
for which is supplied from a tank on the upper deck, provided with a
steam coil which heats the bath water to any desired temperature.
To this water is added a small quantity of a carbolic acid compound
to render it slightly antise tic.

Individuals treated by ttis plant are required to remove all articles
of a textile nature from their living quarters and place them on board
the hulk, which is towed alongside the ship for the purpose. These
are then passed through the steam chamber, under a pressure of from
5 to 10 pounds per square inch, into the clean room forward. The indi-
viduals themselves are required to disrobe and pass through the
shower baths into the clean room, where their clothes are returned to
them after having been passed through the steam chamber. The
exposure after the minimum pressure of 5 pounds has been reached
is from fifteen to twenty minutes, live steam being allowed to circulate
through the chamber for several minutes before the pressure is put on.
An equal pressure is maintained in both the jacket and the chamber
and is shown on gauges attached to each.

Chief Quarantine Officer Heiser reports, January 24, as follows:
The only quarantinable diseases reported for the city of Manila

for the week ended January 19, 1907, were 4 mild cases of varioloid.
A few scattered cases of cholera have been reported in the provinces

of Capiz and Occidental Negros.
The state of the public health in the Philippine Islands in general,

and in Manila in particular, is more satifactory at present than at
any time since the American occupation. The samtary work of a
permanent character, which has steadily been carried on during the
past few years, is gradually begi to be felt. During the year
the population of the provmces of Ce u, Cavite, and Batangas have
been systematically vaccinated with the result that, instead of a
death list of over 2,000 in Cebu from smallpox and 600 to 700 in
Cavite and an equal number in Batangas, the number has been
reduced to a scattered few, none having come to the attention of the
bureau of health during the past 6 months. It is believed that
the artesian wells, which are being systematically installed in a
number of provinces, will be another important step in reducing the
mortality of the islands.

Bacteriological examinations made of 600 persons selected at ran-
dom showed uncinariasis present in more than 50 per cent of the
subjects examined.
During the week vessels cleared for the United States as follows:
On December 15 the U. S. army transport Thomas, with 180 crew

and 253 passengers, was granted a consular bill of health for San
Francisco via Nagasaki and Honolulu. Crew and steerage Passengers
were bathed and their effects and baggage disinfected. Vessel par-
tially disinfected. Cargo and baggage either disinfected or passed
after inspection. All persons on board inspected at Mariveles at
the hour of sailing.
